VDOT to decide on 
request for extension

VIRGINIA BEACH 

Karla Jordan’s front yard is 
lined with a flimsy black con- 
struction fence. 

On the other side, there’s a 
rectangular hole in the ground 
where the sidewalk should be. 
At the edge of her property, a 
new sound wall towers over her 
white fence. 

Inside those barriers, a tire 
swing hangs from a tree in the 
corner -— only feet away from 
the newly expanded Holland 
Road. 

Construction started three 
years ago, and it could be a few 
more months before it winds 
down. 

The $31 million project is 
to widen 2.5 miles of the road 
from two lanes to four between 
Dam Neck Road and Nimmo 
Parkway, add three signals at 
intersections and build paths. 

It was supposed to be fin- 
ished in October. But utility 
lines got in the way and unex- 
pected drainage work cropped
